a study of the popularity of different flavored DumDum 
lollipops. The idea came to them after many visits to their 
teacher, Jane Tougas, who always had lollipops to give 
her students. These three students wanted to know which 
flavors were chosen most often, so they began keeping 
track of the wrappers left over. This required Sam, Alyssa, 
Emily and Ms. Tougas to keep a constant supply of all the 
flavors available and make sure the students didn't walk 
away with the wrappers. 

241 students were involved in this study, which 
spanned two months. The students wrote a letter to the 
President of Spangler Candy, Mr. Kirkland B. Vashaw, 
describing their project and asking for their research to be 
compared with the company's. They also displayed their 
findings on a bulletin board for the school to view. 

Sam, who is 12, explained the process of looking 
at percentages and creating the bulletin board. Emily, 
who is 13, said, "mystery was the most popular flavor 
picked, and the least popular flavors were banana and 
chocolate." The percentages for these flavor's popular- 
ity was 14.5% for mystery and 0.9% for both banana and 
chocolate. While banana and chocolate may not have had 
as many votes, no student had a negative reaction to the 
lollies at any point. 

Mr. Vashaw commented on these findings in a 
return letter, saying that the company's statistics showed 
mango and cream soda as being favored by general 
consumers. Mr. Vashaw also noted that his statistics

welcomed Officer Nordahl into this new full-time posi- 
tion. 

Next, a heated discussion began between the 
Board and the Rochester Memorial School Committee re- 
garding the non-resident students who have been attend- 
ing the school. Sharon Hartley, Chairman of the School 
Committee, listened while Chairman Nunes read aloud 
recent correspondence between the Board of Selectmen 
and the School Committee. Chairman Nunes' position on 
the issue is that only the children of residents of the Town 
of Rochester should be attending the Rochester School, 
and he feels that this is part of the duty of the School 
Committee to enforce. 

Ms. Hartley spoke about her reason for attending 
the meeting tonight, which was to better the communica- 
tion between themselves and the Board of Selectmen. She 
believes that Chairman Nunes has been giving informa- 
tion freely to the public at large without first discussing 
the facts with the School Committee. Ms. Hartley spoke 
about being ''perplexed and concerned that you would go 
to a newspaper rather than talk to us." 

Chairman Nunes stated that he had attempted to 
hold a meeting with them, but that they had not respond- 
ed to this request. 

Ms. Hartley said that "We did not receive a 
request to meet." She also described her confusion about 
Chairman Nunes decision to supply the public with "false 
accusations" yet he has never attended a single School

Committee meeting. Ms. Hartley defended the School 
Committee by saying that records are carefully kept and 
that they operate on a basis of respect and integrity. This 
violation attacked volunteer members of the School Com- 
mittee and "wrongly accused the school.'' 

Chairman Nunes asked about the school's written 
procedure for handling non-resident students. He said, 
"I went on the web-site to find a written residency policy, 
and there was nothing there. I would think you'd have it 
available to the public." 

Ms. Hartley did not dispute this. She did explain 
the procedure the school follows, which is that informa- 
tion first goes to the Principal, then the Superintendent 
and finally the School Committee. 

Chairman Nunes continued to blame the Com- 
mittee, saying, "You caused the problem. I'm trying to get 
it fixed. This is I think part of your job description. If it's 
not it should be." 

Ms. Hartley responded "we don't have a job de- 
scription. We're volunteers." 

The discussion ended for the time being without 
an immediate resolution, but the two groups plan to meet 
and continue to communicate. 

The next item on the agenda was the Rochester 
Road Race permit, which was approved by the Board. 

Rochester's Annual Town Cleanup will be held 
the week of April 27, 2009 and bags will be made avail- 
able for residents to pick up.

School Superintendent, announced on April 8 his inten- 
tion to retire at the end of December 2009. He thanked the 
School Committees for their support during his tenure in 
the four districts and indicated that he would do every- 
thing possible to assure a positive transition to a new 
superintendent.

Directed by Jody Hill. Running time: 86 minutes. MPAA 
rating: R. 

During the opening credits of Observe and Report, we 
see various mall shoppers indulging in all the deadly sins, 
either obvious (gluttony, sloth) or subtle (pride and envy 
are covered in one shot of an employee waxing a raffle car 
while passersby gaze upon its splendor). Watching over all 
this is Ronnie Earnhardt (Seth Rogen), unhinged head of 
mall security Ronnie sees these sins of consumerism every 
day He sees himself as the thin (or thick) blue line between 
order and chaos, though the same line in his own head is 
blurred. Observe and Report, as you may have heard, is far 
darker stuff than you'd expect of a Seth Rogen comedy. But 
consider this actor's recent movies: he has now completed 
the transgressive trifecta — sex {Zack and Miri Make a 
Porno), drugs {Pineapple Express), and now violence — all 
in less than a year's time. 

Rogen brings his usual affable bearishness to 
Ronnie, but this time the buck-toothed chortle tapers off 
into discomfiting silence, or the regular-guy enthusiasm 
tips over a little too readily into places where we can't really 
follow him. Rogen's happily appetitive persona morphs into 
that of a devourer, in a self-annihilating binge-and-purge 
sense as well as a destructive one. Thirteen years ago, Jim 
Carrey took a similar risk in The Cable Guy, using his own 
specific brand of comedy to disturb more than to amuse. 
That movie flopped, and this one isn't faring much better, 
though I predict Observe and Report will someday amble 
alongside The Big Lebowski and other off-center comedies 
that became cult favorites later. The movie summons 
moods and thoughts it can't quite structurally deal with, 
but it struggles to do so, and that struggle essentially is the 
movie. 

Ronnie becomes obsessed with busting a flasher 
who's been terrorizing the female clientele and staff. The 
flasher is a pervert, but at least he's honest about what he 
is and what he wants. Ronnie takes this opportunity to 
play Galahad to Brandi (Anna Paris), a toxic and oblivious 
makeup-counter girl, whom Ronnie loves and means to 
''protect" from the mad flasher. Who'll protect her from 
Ronnie, though? In an already notorious scene, Ronnie 
climbs atop a drunken, drugged, barely conscious Brandi. 
It may or may not be date rape, but it absolutely points up 
the pathetic qualities of both characters and up-ends their 
callow fantasies (about being swept off one's feet by a hero 
and knowing the touch of the princess, respectively). 

Driven by bizarre dreams of righteousness 
(emptying his shotgun into a "black cloud of cancer and 



pus"), Ronnie yearns to 
become a real cop. The 
real cops, personified 
by Ray Liotta in a classic 
hostile turn, know what 
Ronnie is at a glance — 
a delusional, probably 
dangerous blowhard, 
who is nevertheless a 
crack shot and more 
than able to hold his 
own in a fight. Well-fed 
on fantasies of cancerous 
glory, Ronnie is an ironic 
hero for our times the 
way Travis Bickle was 
for the bicentennial. His 
thought processes don't 
go much beyond "I'm 
right, everyone else is wrong.' 
think Ronnie is being held up as an actual hero — as well 
as those expecting a rollicking Seth Rogen: Mall Cop — 
will loathe Observe and Report, but like many comedies, 
it manages to say more and cut deeper about where we 
are now than many an Oscar-nominated epic. It is also 
brutally, demonically funny, particularly in a sequence that 
manages to nod to Flash Gordon and A Clockwork Orange. If 
that's the sort of mix that strikes you as insanely inspired. 
Observe and Report is your brand of weirdness.

Massachusetts' New Move Over Law 

In an effort to keep Massachusetts roadways saf- 
er, the Mattapoisett Police Department, Fire Department 
and the Executive Office of Public Safety and Security 
(EOPSS) are raising awareness for the state's new Move 
Over Law and promoting safe driving across the Com- 
monwealth. 

The new law, which took effect on March 22, 
2009, is meant to help protect police, firefighters, para- 
medics, tow truck drivers and all roadside emergency and 
maintenance workers. The law requires all drivers ap- 
proaching a stationary emergency or maintenance vehicle 
with flashing lights to move to the next adjacent lane if it 
is safe to do so, and, barring that, to reduce their speed. 
Violating the Move Over Law can be expensive, as well 
as dangerous, as failure to comply could result in a fine of 
up to $100. 

"We ask that all drivers in Mattapoisett and 
across Massachusetts take a moment to slow down and 
move over - if it is safe to do so - if they see an officer, 
emergency responder or maintenance vehicle stopped on 
the side of the road. Together, we can make the roadways 
of Massachusetts safer and less stressful for everyone 
involved." 

Every year, first responders across the country 
are injured or killed while providing emergency roadside 
help. In the past six months alone, several Massachusetts 
State Troopers have been injured on the job. Accord- 
ing to the Merit Rating Board, in 2008, there were nearly 
2000 violations of the Chapter 89 Law, which deals with 
obstructing emergency vehicles including failure to yield 
and following too closely.
